S tates with ju risd ictio n to restrain 
and prevent violation of tho act, ir­ 
respective of th e atto rn ey general. It 
was draw n to m eet the wish of the 
president, expressed in his last m es­ 
sage to congress to reduce the d eb a t­ 
able urea s u rro u n d in g the S herm an 
act.

R ep resen tativ e Stanley 
discussed 
the m easure with the president today 
and previously

with him at length on the subject. 
The K en tu ck y congressm an, who was

or with foreign nations, shall

punished by fine not exceeding $3,*00-0 
or by im p riso n m e n t n o t exceeding 
one year o r by both, said pu n ish ­ 
m ent in the discretion of the* co u rt.”

SPR IN G FIE LD , 111., Jan. 16- The 
constitutionality of W om an Suffrage 
act passed by the last Illinois legis­ 
latu re was attac k ed today in a 'brief 
filed in the sta te suprem o c o u rt by 
counsel for W illiam J. Sctlwn, of 
Chicago, who 
b ro u g h t su it to re­ 
strain tim Cook county board of elec- 
tio n ers from in cu rin g expenses 
in 
providing for the women to vote a t 
th e p rim a ry election next 
m onth. 
Tho bill was dism issed from tho 
Cook county su p erio r c o u rt for w ant 
of equity and the b rief today was on 
appeal from th a t decision. 
T he action is m ad e by Levy May­ 
er, chief counsel 
to r S cow /, 
th a t 
tho suffrage act ad d s new provisions 
to tho general election laws so as to 
c reate o u t of the existing laws and 
tho new act a com plete ac t Gpon 
th e subject and sh o u ld tie held to be 
am en d a to ry of th*; old law. 
Th*1 p h a s e of th e suffrage law per 
m u tin g women to vote “ upon all 
questions or propositions su bm itted 
to a vote of th e electors” was a tta c k ­ 
ed as violating the provisions of the 
constitution. 
T he legislature ca n n o t 
co nstitu­ 
tionally give to w o m e n , th e rig h t to 
v ote upon all q uestions or proposi­ 
tions, th*1 brief contended and th*1 
w ords “ all questions or propositions” 
contained in th e w om an s suffrage 
a c t cannot be s e p a ra te thy the courts. 
“ The legislature having a tte m p t­ 
ed to confer on w om en th*1 rig h t to 
vote upon ‘all questions or proposi­ 
tio n s,’ ” the brief contended, “ the 
fact th a t some of these propositions 
w ere those for w hich w om en could 
not possibly con stitu tio n ally be giv­ 
en th e rig h t to v ote should render 
null th e whole section and surely 


b o far as ‘questions or propositions’ 
a re concerned.

tak en as a u n it in considering the 
proposed organic ch an g e in th e sys­ 
tem of go v ern m en t statistics would 
indicate th a t o u t of 46,ODO,GOD fe­

pickers to carry the boxes into the 
the field should be ready; tickets or 
suitable checks to Im given to the 
pickers for the berries brought into 
the shed should Im printed and ready: 
crates should be hauled and stored 
for the harvest; wagons for hauling 
should be in repair so that no un­ 
necessary delay will occur from this 
cause when the busy time is on. Ev­ 
erything should be iii readiness. Now 
one of the important things is the 
securing of pickers; in some places 
this is easily done, very often there 
being a surplus of help close, but in 
many places 
the help 
has to be 
brought in for the harvest from some 
other point, then it is necessary to 
arrange for help in advance, not only 
to secure the necessary pickers, but 
to provide places for them to live 
while the harvest is on. 
The man­ 
agement of the pickers in the field 
will depend a great deal on the num ­ 
ber used and the class of laborers. 
There should be efficient foremen 
to see that, the berries are properly 
picked and the pickers follow the 
rules established by the grower. Dif­ 
ferent conditions will demand differ­ 
ent rules and one will have to meet 
these conditions and dispose of them 
as his best Judgment may dictate. 
Pickers ought not be allowed to take 
too many boxes into the field at one 
time, as the berrier should be brought 
to tin* shed often. Fa re should be 
exercised to prevent the mashing of 
tho berries. Iii picking, all the had 
berries should he thrown away in 
the field. Do not permit the pickers 
to lounge on the rows, for In this 
way they not only injure the ripe 
but the green berries.

The installation in cities 
of the double improvement of pure 
water supplies and sewerage systems 
is primarily responsible \ r the com 
plete wiping out of the pestilential 
ravages so common in the middle 
ages and tho substitution of healthy 
modern cities. 
Sewage or Hie waste from indoor 
plumbing fixtures is merely a dirty 
water. 
The volume of this water in 
th*' case of a farm 
louse would 
probably not exceed 50 gallons per 
capita.

stances contained

amounts to a very small percentage 
of the total volume of liquid, rarely 
more.
